Sulject : Proposed Amendment of Agency Regulation 25X1A

1. At your reguest we have reviewed two drafts of a proposed
revision of Regulation Il One draft effects certain specific
amendments to the existing regulation, whereas the other draft re-
casts the whole regulation to conform to the general Agency pattern.
In our reviktw‘ of these drafts, yda have asked us to consider whether
or not they can be materially shortened,

2. The existing Regulation Il is based on the sample
regulation prepered by the Attorney General at the direction of the
President, In his letter to the heads of all departments and agencies
transmitting Executive Order 10450, the President said,

*] have arranged that the Attorney General supply
to the head of each depsrtment and agency sample regu-
lations designed to establish minimum standards for the
implementation of the security program under this order.”

Ag¢cordingly, we do not believe we should make changes which involve
questions of taste, and we advise agzinst shortening the regulation
materially or recasting it to conform to our other regulations, Ye
wifl, therefore, consider only the draft which retains the general
form of the existing regulation.
